canon law.

'The prevailing state of 
religious sentiment may explain why 
modern jurisprudenco "has. adopted 
theso rules coneerniug tho position 
of woman, which belong peculiarly 
to an imperfect civilization, No 
society which preserves any tincturo 
of Christian intstitutions is likely 
to restore. to married women the 
»ersonal liberty conferred on them 
y middle Roman law, Canon law 
has deeply injured civitization," 
Rev, Charles Kingsley says: 
“Whoever wishes to gain insight 
into that great ipstitution, Canon 
law, can do so most effectively by 
studying Common law in regard to 
woman, Thero will never boa good 
worl for woman until tho last 
remnant of Canon Law is civilized 
off the faco of the earth; Mean 
while, all tho most puro. and high- 
minded women in England and 
trope have been brought up un- 
der the shadow of the. Canon Law, 
and have accepted it, with the di- 
vine self-saeritice, as their destiny 
by law of God and nature, and con- 
sider their own womanhood out- 
raged, when it, their tyrant, is med-

friends or disciples and by those who 
woro known as his enemies, All Nis

It was these scribes, pharisees and prieste 
who leid burdens on tho orphans and 
widows nnd did not so mucli ne lift thoir 
little finger, that hecalled serpente, hypo- 
criles, whítenod sepulehros. filled. with 
dead mon's bonos, whio make. long pray.

But when le railel against tho 
rich, and thoir hirolings, tho acribes nnd 
phaürisees and priests, who had detllel 
God's templo, perverted the propheta and 
corrupted tlie law, he was said to bo give 
ing incendiary ndvice,to bo nu enemy 
of rocicty; and so ho was put out of tho 
way, Wereit possible for him to return 
to this earth in the prosont dny, to seo 
tho same social couditions aa he saw 
then, to feol tho indignity of true man- 
hood ngainst tho 3njustico contained in 
tho &o-called law, to seo tlie arrogance 
of the rich and tho oppression of the 
poor, to soe his teachings sicklied over 
with a pale venoor of hypocrisy, tu eeo 
miracle nnd mystery, bobgoblin aud 
ghoul take the place of charity and love 
(evcu for your enemies and thoso that 
curso you) to see tho lawyer. end oditor 
and priest, now as then, against the 
under dog in tho struggle, I say, ehould 
ho in this nge appenr and preach in tle 
streets of New York, or Philadelphia, or 
Chicago, or St. Louis, as he did in the 
&toets of Jerusalem and on ita neiglibor- 
ing hilla, whocnn say that bis ministry 
now would last threo years or threo 
months? Who knows how long his fol- 
lowors now would rosist tho Ligh priests’ 
bribe of thirty pioces of silver and haud 
himoser to his enemies with a kiss;
